A public meeting of the electora 
of tre riding of Lennox, was held in the 
‘Lown Ha'l, Napanee, on Satarday, the 2ad 
day of February, 1907, for the purpose cf 
discussing recent legisiation of the Provin- 
clal Llouse, aud of devisipg waysaod means 
of having the obnoxious ciauses of the seid 
legielation removed, The meetiog wae 
called to order at 1.30 o'clock, and of 
motion Mr. C. W Neville was appointed 
Chairman, atd Chas. Anderson, Overton, 
wecy. 

The foilowing resolations were submitted 
to the meeting 

Moyed by C. W. Neville, seconded by 
Chas. Anderson and resolved, That where- 
as cur Legislature as the last session, 
amended the Pub'ic Szhool Act of the 
Proviuce in such & manner as to deprive 
the Trustees of Public School sections of 
their right to employ teachers witbout eub- 
initting to regulations that are distastefal. 
And, Whereas the micimum salary clause 
is the most obuoxions of all the sab-sec- 
tions. Be it therefore resoived, that we 
emphatically protest aysinsl iss enactmente 
and demaad ite repeal at the present 
seseion of the Legislature —Carried unani- 
nrously. 

Moved by Manly Jones, seconded by A. 
B Sohryver sod reavlved, That Whereas 
our Governmert h&e mado eqaipment and 
salery of Teachers of raral schools the 
basis of distribution of the Legislative 
Grant. We therefor demaud that the. 
average attendance or number cf days the 
achool is kept open be the basis of such | 
dietribution. —Carried unanimously, 

Moved by Chas. Anderson, seconded by | 
F. Varcdebogart, es, and resolved, Thas | 
the closing of the Model Schools, and the 
eetablishing of Normal Schools. in a few 
centres of the Province for the the training 
of teachers, will in our opinion effeataally | 
prchibit the great majority of pupils of the 
rural sections from attendance at such 
echools, The financial means of the great . 
majority oftbhem w'll vot warrant the ex- 
penditure of money necoesary to attend 
gach echools, and by resson of which the 
services of many young men and women 
will be lost to the profession. ‘We therefor 
demand tbat such legislation be repealed ut 
the present session and the old system of 
Model Sohools be re established.—Carried 
ananimously. 

The meeting wag very largely attended 
and wag thoroughly representative. All 
of the municipalities of the riding showed 
their interest yy the large number of rate- 
payers, who were present, and was about 
evenly divided politically.- The resolutions 
were thoroughly discussed and judging 
from the remarks of *hose who took part 
in the discussion, os well as from the 
epplause of the audience, it will be, ‘Woe 
beiide the candidate who attempts to 
justify the School Act in ite present form.” 

Tbe farmers of this riding are thoroughly 
in earnest about the matter, and iutend to 
stand by their demands until every vestige 
of such ccercive legislation be repealed.

THREE MEM KILLED! 


Threshing Machine Engine, used 
in Sawing Wood 


BOILER EXPLODES 


The Dead Badly Mangled. 














On Thursday morning about 10 
o'clock a number of men were sawin 
wood on the farm of Mr. Metcal 
Carscallen about two miles west of 
Selby, when wathout a moment’s 
warning, the boiler exploded, instantly 
killing Uhree of the men OKeIOg near 
it. ‘The dead are all farmers of Rich- 
mond, neighbors of Mr. Carscallen and 
highly respected residents of that sec- 
tion. 

The dead are - 

Chas. Boyd, aged about forty years ; 
Stanley Raymond, aged about twenty- 
four years, and Wilbur Bush, aged 
twenty-nine. 

Mr. Boyd leavesa wife and one child 
Mr. Raymond, a wife, Mr. Bush was 
unuuuried and had returned from the 
West but a short time. 

The engine used was anold one 
belonging to Mr. Bush, but was con- 
sidered perfectly: safe and no more 
than the usual amount of steam was 
carried ynd none of the other gentle- 
nen present could give any reason for 
the sudden accident. 

The bodies of all three men were 
terribly mangled, parts of Mr. Boyd's 
body being blown across a ten acre 
field. The boiler and engine were 
also completely wrecked and pieces of 
iron blowna dtanes of two hundred 
and fifty feet. 

There were seven or eight men in the 
party andall escaped uninjured except- 
ing the three men who were killed 
and Mr, Carscallen, who = sustain- 
ed afew bruises, A number of the 
nen Were within ten feet of the boiler 
and one gentlemen stood close beside 
Mr. Boyd and _ still escaped without a 
scratch, Coroner Cowan was notified 
and proceeded at once to the scene of 
the accident, but deemed an inquest 
unnecessary. 

Deep sympathy is expressed with 
the families and relatives of the men 
who have been so suddenly cut off-

Al the end 
of three years, when the shells are about 
two inches across, they are taken from 
ne walter, nuclei for pearls ave inscried 
in them, and they are put back again, 
thirty of them to every six feet square 
of bottom. 

They are left there four years. Then. 
being seven and a half years old, they 
are removed and séarched for pearls. 

The harvest of artificial or “cullure”’ 
pearls is very large. but unfortunately 
these are only ltthe more than half- 
pearls, for although large, lustrous and 
they are flat on one side. 
hopes to remedy in 
time; but the market for hall-pearls is 
always very large.

A FIGHTER ALL HIS LIFE.

There you have Sir 
Jumes Alexander Swettenham, Gover-

This man Mas been a fighter all his-tfe.

- Brown Onion Sauce. — Slice some 
‘Onions and fry them till brown, then stir 
them into some rich brown gravy and

Honor Oak Pudding.—Wash thorough- 
ly four ounces of rice, pluce in a pie- 
dish and cover with warm water. Bake 
in a slow oyen until all the walter is 
absogbed and the rice cooked, which 
Sho@d be in about half an hour, Then 
fake (wo eggs, add them tosthe rice and 
heat well, afterwards stir in one pint of 
milk, sweeten with sugar, and flavor to 
laste. Ful a piece of butter on the top 
and bake in a moderate oven for an 
our. Serve hot or cold. 

A cabLage dish, which should be sam- 
pled at once, is prepared as follows. 
Take a govud-sized cabbage and cut out 
the heart. Chop some cold veal finely, 
1uix it with herbs and breadcrumbs, sea- 
son highly with saiit and pepper, and 
bind together with beaten egg.

Bagatelle to Some of Thgse 
Here Recorded. 


The much-married mag whom we 
have all heard,of, with his seven wives, 
seven cals, an@seven kittens, as we were 
“going to St. Ives,” must now hang his 
head in ignominy, and allow that there 
are others in the world who are more 
fascinating to women than he cculd pos- 
sibly be, says London Tit-Bits. 

True, his record exceeded that of 
Henry VIII., who, it will be remembered. 
Was once defined by a schoolboy of 
humorous proctivities as a “professional 
widower.” Bluff King Hal's record was. 


ecemtly equailed ‘by that of an ex-sol- 


dier numed Albert Henry Capper, who 
was sentenced to ign years’ penal servi- 
tude not long ago by the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice at the Wilts Assizes. “Wilh one ex- 
ception it is the worst case of bigamy 
that hus ever come before me,” was the 
Qpinion expresged by his lordship, who 
SUbsequently sfid to the prisoner, “It is 
difficult to express in modern language 
the sense I have of your guilt.”

Monster Spider Craba. 

“T have collected speciinens of crabs 
‘in all parts of the world,” said a nat- 
uralist, “but 1 shall never forget the 
pleasure I experienced in securing a 
inonstrous specimen of the Japanese 
spider crab, the largest ever: found. 
The combined length of the feeding 
arms of this monster was more than 
twelve feet, while the body portion 
was about twenty inches across. When 
alive, it weighed about seventy-five 
pounds. One of the oddest things 
about} these creatures is thelr ability 
to asyume a disguise. This feat they 
are able to perform owing to the flexi- 
bility of their pinchers and to the 
hooked hairs and spines with which 
their numerous arms are studded. By 
inenns of their pinchers they tear off 
sinall fragments of sponges and sea- 
weeds. After first putting these to 
thelr months, which contain a glutinous 
sallva, they place them on the sur- 
face of their Hmbs and bodies by 
sticking them fast with a rubbing 
movement. By this method the crab 
succeeds In completely changing its 
appearance and rendering itself Indis- 
tinguishable from the materials com- 
mon to the bottom of the sea. While 
crawling along it seems as though a 
portion of the ocean bed was in mo- 
tion, so close is the resemblance.” 





Forests of Stone, 

Stone forests are found in various 
parts of ‘the world. In many cases 
they are hardened by some peculiarity 
of the atmosphere and are found stand- 
ing just as they were "when clothed 
wit green foliage thousands of years 


aco. The Litile Colorado river, in Ari-

At one place more 
than 1,560 cords of solid stone, tree 
trunks, sections limbs and logs, were 
found by ihe government surveyors. 
Most of them silicified, many 
seven to ten feet in dinimeter and from 
twenty to eighty feet in height. Geol- 
ociats suv that the petrified trees of 
the Little Coaloraco were ouee covered 
with marl over -10090 feet ja depth 
Some of che tress have been changed 
to jasper and hive assumed various 
hues; others teusemtle opal, and when 
broken cpeu the core is often found 
lined with crystals of the most beau- 
tiful tints.

A despatch from London says: There 
is reason to believe that the resignation 
of Sir Alexander Swettenham as Gover- 
nor of Jamaica has been accepted, though 
the officials of the Foreign Office are 
mystifyingly silent and refuse all infor- 
ination on the subject, This official reti- 
cence is attributed to a desire lo com- 
plete the arrangements for a succession 
to the post before announcing Sweten- 
ham’'s retirement. It is expected that the 


latter will leave the island as 2 as 
delails can be compieted for handing 
over the affairs of his office. ‘The 


Government oflicials here, 
those of the Foreign Office, have €x- 
pressed the opinion throughout that this 
was the only possible oulcome of the 
Kingston incident, short of the peremp- 
tory dismissal of the Governor. 


CITIZENS EXPRESS THEMSELVES. 


A despatch from Kingston, Jamaica, 
suys: A large meeting of representative 
citizens was held in Victoria Market on 
Tuesday to discuss plans for rebuilding 
the city. The followiag resolulions were

A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
Department of ‘Trade and Commerce has 
received a letter from a Halifax com- 
mercial company in close touch with 
conditions in Jamaica expressing sur- 
prise at the recert telegram from Mr. 
Burke, commercial agent for Canada on 
the island, stating that there was no 
great need gf aid from outside, and that 
conditions following the earthquake could 
be remedied by the local authorities. 
From advices received direct frorm 
Jamaica the Halifax correspondents of 
the department state that they cannot 
undersiand why such a reassuring tele- 
gram should have been sent to the Can- 
adian Government, Their information is 
that the whole city was~practically de- 
stroyed, and that for ten miles out in the 
surrounding country there is hardly 4 
habitable house.

After that came a fire, and a few years 
later a hurricane that put the finishing 
touch on the town’s discouragement, 
‘The storm was so severe that out of fifty 
vessels in the harbor only four men-ol- 
war and two merchant vessels were able 
tc ride it out. . 

The result of this triple disaster was 
that the people of Port Royal threw up 
the sponge and abandoned the long sand 
spit that had been the site of their 
tewn, and moved seven miles to the 
spot where they founded Kingston. 

The clergyman who was rector of the 
parsh of Port Royal at that time wrote 
@ narrative of what occurred, in which 
he says: 

“Whole streets with their inhabitants 
were swallowed up by the opening of 
the earth, which when shut upon them 
Squeezed the people to death, and in 
toat manner several were left with their 
heads above ground. | 

“It was a sad sight to see the harbor 
covered with the dead bodies of people 
of all con’itions floating up and down 
without burial, for the burying place 
‘was destroyed by the earthquake which 
dashed to.pieces tombs and the sea 
washed the carcasses-of those who had 
been buried out of their graves.”

 Uptthanded writers -are not uncom- 
mon; left-hanced baseball players are

ly. But the left. hand is omitted. from

CHILDREN LEARN.

A child 
soon learns to draw two simultaneous 
‘Circles, The next step is to draw other 
curved lines and to blend these into pat- 
terns.

A much more difficult step is to teach 
the use of the left hand alone.

Miss Alice Boutelle and: Mr, 
Wanamaker a school for cash 
boys some little time ago. According to 
a prospectus issuedgby them, pupils, who 
must not be under fourteen yeers of age, 
are taught arithmetic in everyday use, 
beok-keeping, penmanship, and the quick 
handling and counting of money. Many 
ef the boys who have attended the school 
are now e good wages as cashiers 
in some of the largest stores.in New York 
and Chicago. 

It is proposed to open in London a 
school for nursemaids, where girls over 
sixteen yeans of age may be giveri les- 
sons in the management of infants, pre 
paring of children’s food, plain sewing, 
laundry work, and taught the kinder- 
gurten system of education. Such an in- 
Stitution already exists in Berlin. It was 
founded two years ago by a clergyman, 
and is in connection with a -foundling 
hospital.

‘trappers live abounds with moose, elk, 

musk ox, arctic foxes—in fact, it is a 

veritable hunter's paradise. 

During the seuson the trappers, who 
are composed almost solely of Indians 
and half-breeds, make from $500 to $1.- 
00, according to the plentifulness of 
furs. During the summer months they 
pass their time spending this money. 
Horsese are unknown among the Rib 

land Beaver tribés, dogs, snowshoes and 
candes being the sole means of transpor- 
tation. 

These Indians are also marvels of en- 
durance, and one half-breed is’ credit- 
ed with having covered more than six- 
| ty miles on foot in less than seven days, 
but such instances are rare, Attempts 
have been made to harness moose, and 
a trapper named Poacher Purdy has 
succeeded in taming a team which Te 
drives regularly either to sleigh or his 
home-made wagon.

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CRICKET FIGHTS IN ante 
Combatants Carefully Trained and 
Worth Hundreds of Dollars. 


A. E. Parker bas just returned from a 
trip to S@n-hui, a large walled city in 
Kwang-tung Province, and while there 
visited the guardhouse, where he saw 
six or seven earthenware bowls of fight- 
ing crickets, . 

He was touch amused as to the de- 
scription of the methods of stabling and 
dieting these insects. During the day 
the female and male crickets are separ- 
ated, but as soon as night falls they 
are mated. Their diet consists of water, 
boiled rice, ond a litle ginseng, the lat- 
ter to give them stamina. 

In matching the insects to fight they 
afe weighed, and a lightweight would 
not be pitted against a welterweight. 
The insects are ‘spurred on to combat 
with a fine piece of glass. which treat- 
ment naturally rouses their anger. 

The belief that crickets are distingu- 
ished by piecegrof colored wool is a 
fallacy. They /are recognized by their 
owners as we ,recognize our canine 
pels. In a contest the fifst cricket to 
run eway is adjudged the loser.

“Occasionally scientists make mistakes 
in their classification. Ong of the most 
typichl examples of such is found in the 
cuse of a New Zealand bird. 

“This bird wds a honeysucker and 4@ 
hunter of flowers. Now in the early 
summer it visited most frequently the 
flowers of the native flax and‘later in the 
year fed chiefly on the fuchsia. The 
pollen of the former is red and of the 
latter blue. ? 

“Hence in the early summer the bird 
appeared with a red head and was named 
the red headed honeyseeker. But when 
later in thie year it went to the fuchsia its 
head was stuined blue, and it was called 
the blue headed honeyseeker. Thus for 4 
long time this bird was thought to be 
two distinct species and only recently 
was it found that the real color of the 
head was blackish brown, 

“Some birds are ciuefly remarkable for 
the nests they make. The largest bird's 
nest is that made by the Australian 
jungle fowl. This bird collects a quan- 
lity of decaying vegetable matter and 
builds with it mounds 15 feet in height 
and from 125 to 150 feet in circumfer- 
ence. The eggs are laid in a circle nine 
or twelve inghes apart and buried more 
than an arms depth with the large end 
upward. 

“The Australian brush turkeys, work- 
ing in colonies, build pyramidal nests 
even larger. Oné of these nests on be- 
ing removed filled seven carts and its 
total weight was five tons. 

“The most ingenious of nests is made 
by the Republican, Thig litle bird of 
India, which is about the size of @ spar- 
row, lives in numerous  famihes,--that 
unite in forming immense colonies. 

“Their dwellings have the appearance 
of a circular framework surrounding the 
trunk of some large tree and at a di>- 
tance resemble great roofs attached tu 
the trees, I once counted as many 4s 
300 cells, which indicated that it was 


INHABITED BY 600 BIRDS. 


These nests are so heavy that many men 
and a large wagon were required to get 
one down intact and carry it away. 

“Cerluin live Birds are put to curious 
uses. In the northern part of South 
America the natives often avail them- 
selves of the services of a species of 
crane to care for their poultry, and also 
use it in place of a dog to herd their 
domestic animals. This remarkable bird. 
which the Indians call yakamik and the 
ornithologists Posphia crepitans, 1s 
found in a wild state in the great forests 
that Le between the northern coasts of 
South America and the Amazon. 

“Their usual gait is a slow and stately 
march, but they enliven themselves from 
lime to time by leaping up in the air, 
executing eccentric and fancy waltzes 
and striking absurd attitudes. When 
alarmed they utter the’ peculiar cry 
which has “obtained for them the name 
of trumpeter. 

“The yakamiks are very readily tamed 
and prove valuable servants to the In- 
dians. They may be trusted with the care 
of a flock of sheep or domestic fowls, 
and every morning will drive the ducks 
and poultry to their feeding places and, 
carefully collecting any stragglers, bring 
them safely home at night. 

“The natives of the Keeling Islands, in 
the South Seas, make a rather remark- 
able use of the frigate bird. When cap- 
tured young this bird is @asily trained to 
act as a decoy for others of its kind. 

“As hunter, wishing to shoot some of 
the birds, throws out within gunshot on 
the surface of the water a piece of al- 
tractive bait aipon which the tame fri- 
gate swoops down, almost ostentatious- 
lv, time after Ume. Several of ils hun- 
gry brethren, always hanging about, 
scon make their appeafance to struggle 
for a share. The decoy soars out of 
range, while his unfortunate dupe fajis 
a viclim to the shotgun.” .

The total value of the import and 
export trede of Great Britain lust year 
exceeded for the first time the gigantic 
tutal of £1,000,000,000, easily beating all 
previous trade recofds in"the history «tf 
the -United Kingdom. This fact js 
brought out in (hestrade and navigation 
returns of the‘ United Kingdom fur 
19ub, just issued. 

Owing tu the recovery from the effects 
cf the Sout African, -war, the great 
boom in the Cotton trade und olber 
miingg cuuses, the trade of the country 
during the last few years has been pro- 
gressing by leaps and, bounds. 

The following figures show in round 
millions the’ increase in total {rude since 
1804 :—-1904, imports £915.000,000 (32.575.- 
006,000). exports £407.000,000 ‘S2.035 ,UUU,- 
U0), total £922,000,000 ($4,010,60).U0U): 
1603. imports £565,000,000 (S$2,825.Uuvu.- 
(00), exports £565,000,00U ($2.305 ,UU0 UL), 
tutal 2£972,000.00U ($4.860,000,000); 19U0 
imports £607,000,000 (33,035.000.0U0): e\-
